Advance Work! What a fine New Year 
ADVANCE WORK §sound that has! It makes us think of 

hopeful forward-looking people. It 
makes us think of men out of work getting jobs. It 
makes us think of companies, large and small, putting men 
to work whether they make money or not. If we throw it 
into the imperative it makes of it a quick, sharp summons, a 
summons that rings out in these days to city and state and 
nation. “Advance work” is a fine New Year’s greeting in 
these days of unemployment. 

But “advance work” has another meaning. It is a Church- 
coined phrase as we use it now at the beginning of 1931. It 
beckons us to a duty and a task as Church people as well as 
citizens. It packs three important things into two small 
words. 

The first is that for years now the Church (the whole 
Church throughout our nation), in spite of the great income 
of upwards of four million dollars which it has to disburse, 
has not had enough, even with the most rigid economy and 
best business methods, to do more than keep our work 
through the world going. It has been able to pay salaries. It 
has been able to do small repairs and upkeep work. It has 
been totally unable to do the important building and equip- 
ping in the missions which is necessary if the work is to go 
forward. No advance work has been done. 

The second thing the phrase means is that during this 
Epiphany Season the whole Church, north, south, east and 
west, is to unite in a big effort to provide the most important 
new buildings and equipment. 


The third is that each diocese is io take one or two or more » 


hese needs and provide for them. We are fortunate. We 
vethe chosen a school and the site for a new Church off in 
China, one in the Diocese of Anking, the other in Hankow. 
A good many of us heard Bishop Roots of Hankow when he 
was here in October tell so eloquently of the work and the 
problems of China today. He is a great leader. We must 
back him. Those are our foreign projects and our home 
project is a Negro school in Tennessee, a fine work which 
we who know the devotion of our own Father Wallace and 
the congregations of St. Augustine and St. Cyprian will be 
eager to help build. The details of the work will be found 
elsewhere in this issue. Please read them. Then go to if, 
Diocese of California! and finish the job. 


Every year at this time I like to 
DIOCESAN CONVENTION make suggestions in reference to 

the coming Convention of the 
Diocese. It is always an important point in our Diocesan 
history and we should be prepared for it. 

Who comes to it? The clergy come at the beginning and 
stay through to the end because il is a part of their regular 
work. They are officers in the Church’s army and the con- 
vention is one of the times when we mobilize. Each parish 
and mission sends its lay delegates, and while it is impos- 
sible for many of the smaller ones at a distance to send the 
five delegates allowed, it is important that every parish or 
mission should be represented. The larger parishes should 


send full delegations and every delegate should plan to be 
present if possible throughout the entire Convention. 

The delegates to the House of Churchwomen are also offi- 
cially chosen under the canons of-the Diocese. They never 
need to be exhorted to come; they are always there and in 
full force. The same is true of the Woman’s Auxiliary which, 
although a voluntary organization, is a very essential part of 
our Church life. All these are present more or less officially 
but the meetings of Convention, House of Churchwomen and 
Auxiliary are all public, and I hope that more than ever the 
people of the Diocese will find it an interesting opportunity 
te oH present and thus get in closer touch with our Diocesan 
work, 

What about the program? It will be noted that there is one 
definite change. Some years ago the Joint Session which had 
ordinarily taken place on the second afternoon was put back 
to the first. That was the logical place for it, since it is at the 
Joint Session that we hear the more important reports and 
look forward to the tasks of the Diocese for the coming year. 
But we have found it practically a difficult time on account of 
the pressure of the opening service and the need of getting a 
certain amount of business done at once. The Diocesan 
Council has therefore changed it back to Wednesday after- 
noon. This will make it a climax rather than a beginning. 
The rest runs along as in the past. 

What is there of importance coming up? There are certain 
committee reports which are likely to bring discussion. 1 
note especially the committees which deal with the Place- 
ment of the Clergy, with Strategy in our urban districts and 
with the Salaries of Clergy. In canonical legislation there 
will be proposals in regard to the handling of finances of 
Diocesan institutions and organizations and in regard to the 
Finance Committee of the Diocese which ought to be thor- 
oughly understood and discussed before any action is taken. 
There will probably be no other canonical proposals that 
involve any essential change in our present methods. 

Then there are the elections, and this year we have the 
very important matter of electing delegates to General Con- 
vention. In all the elections it should be borne in mind that 
the primary consideration is the securing of the best repre- 
sentatives of the Diocese for whatever the particular task of 
the committee, board or deputation may be. In some cases 
the interests of the Diocese will be best served by what is 
called rotation in office, changes coming from year to year in 
order to bring new men and women into closer touch with 
the work and to give a wider reach to the Diocesan activities. 
In other cases experience and outstanding representative 
qualities are the important matters to consider. But never 
should the elections be taken lightly, always after careful 
consideration. 

We are going to be fortunate in having our old friend and 
former member of the Diocese, Dean Lathrop, here as the 
representative of the National Council. He will speak to us 
about the National Council’s work and will also make the 
address at the Wednesday evening rally. 


In the Epistle for St. John’s Day 
A NEW YEAR THOUGHT we read those great words, “God 


is light,” and when I took them 
for a text that day and the next I had no special thought of 
the New Year. But the words have stayed constantly in my 
mind. They have constantly illumined it. And as the New 
Year has approached they have more aad more seemed to 
bring just the thought we need for the beginning of 1931. 

The year begins sadly for many people. There is distress 
throughout the world. Millions are starving. There is vast 
wealth, wild luxury, but because our civilization is still so 
pagan, because we have as yet no real understanding of what 
the Kingdom of God means, of what cooperation instead of 
competition means, the millions starve and the year dawns 
sadly. But God is light. Light is a joy bringer. The sunshine 
gladdens our hearts; strengthens our bodies; makes us 
“wholesome.” 

And so God coming into our lives brings to us not only the 
joys that lie outside us like the joy of the sunshine itself; 
but deep inner joys as well. His love lightens our burdens. 
His comfort shines through our sorrows. His eternal justice 
is our shield and buckler. In Him there is the unseen strength 
upon which we can rest in absolute faith; and thus God who 
is light brings joy.

Holy Innocents’ Payment on Debt 


It will be of interest to all who have wrestled with church 
financial problems this past year to know that little Holy 
Innocents, San Francisco, has been able to pay a thousand 
dollars off its mortgage. It is a true example of loyal coop- 
eration. The rector secured a six months’ teaching job in 
Berkeley at a junior college; the Guild, headed by Mrs. H. H. 
Siemers, and armed with Mrs. Walter Reed, cleared $500 on 
their church bazaar; the vestry raised $150 additional toward 
the mortgage mostly through the skilled hands of our warden 
and lay reader, William Mayo. To this $650 the parish added 
$200 in love offerings, a number of which meant actual sacri- 
fice comparable to the widow’s mite. The final $150 the 
vestry were able to take from the treasury reserve which has 
slowly built up since January. 

With a balance of four dollars we enter 1931 with confi- 
dence based upon a working vestry and a pervading spirit 
of harmony and cooperation. We have doubled our mission- 
ary pledge for the coming year. We have found the group 
organization of the parish and the work of a program com- 
mittee to raise extra funds each month both of great practical 
use.

The December Christmas luncheon of the Churchmen’s 
Round Table was largely attended and was a very interesting 
affair. After a free and full discussion of the subject of over- 
lapping and duplication of religious institutions and efforts, 
and realizing the danger thereof to the cooperative spirit 
that should prevail in Church work, the following resolution 
was unanimously adopted: 


Whereas experience has established the wisdom of com- 
mercial and industrial custom in consolidating and concen- 
trating plants and units in the interest of greater efficiency 
and economy; 


Resolved, That the Churchmen’s Round Table respectfully 
recommends to the Diocesan administration a similar plan of 
procedure in establishing and locating Missions and Parishes. 
This in order to avoid duplication of effort and expense, and 
the ill feeling and friction that are likely to be generated by 
invasion and overlapping of territory already adequately 
churched. 


The following resolution was also adopted by unanimous 
vote as graceful recognition of the excellent work done by 
the Grace Cathedral Committee and the place the Cathedral 
occupies in the religious life of the Diocese. 


Resolved, by the Churchmen’s Round Table of the Diocese 
of California, that we place on record our appreciation of 
the work accomplished on the Cathedral structure by the 
Completion Committee under the able deadership of S. Waldo 
Coleman. And be it further resolved, That, recognizing the 
two-fold relationship of our laity first to their own parish 
Churches and then to the Cathedral as their Diocesan Church, 
we respectfully suggest to all our people, when parish duties 
permit, that they exercise their privilege of attendance at 
some service at the Cathedral as a token of their interest in 
the welfare thereof.

Esther deTurbeville 


In the death of Esther de Turbeville on June 24, 1930, the 
State of California lost a distinguished representative in the 
fleld of Social Service and the Church a communicant who 
reflected credit by her unfailing devotion to the ideals of our 
Master. Confirmed in St. Stephen’s Parish, San Francisco, 
she remained always a communicant of that parish—a com- 
fort to her Rector and an inspiration in the work of social 
welfare. Her busy life belonged to a far wider field than one 
parish, but wherever she was she tried to stimulate the clergy 
of her own church to become leaders in community service. 
As head of the county work in the State Department of Social 
Welfare she endeared herself to all classes of officials and by 
her tact and courtesy brought to them an ever widening 
vision of social service. Her last work was the notable sur- 
vey of old-age conditions in California which very largely 
contributed to the passage of our forward-looking Bill for 
State Aid to the indigent aged. As a result she became head 
of the new Bureau and was able with her calm, judicial mind 
and genuine understanding of the point of view of the aged 
to work out a broad policy before she was forced to lay down 
her life work. The following words written for the Novem- 
ber Bulletin of the California Conference of Social Work by 
Katherine Felton, head of the Associated Charities of San 
Francisco, reflect the thought of all social workers: 

“To those of us privileged to see her in her last hours on 
earth Esther de Turbeville will be remembered as one to 
whom her life-work was the expression of her vital religion, 
her work, indeed the very expression of her life. 

“And as we, regretful, review that life we see her finding 
always her self-realization in benign activity inspired by her 
poetic, sympathetic imagination and loving heart. 

“Everywhere, in all walks of life, she was recognized as the 
true social worker, a woman of spiritual discernment, rever- 
ent of personality, tolerant, imaginatively kind. Everywhere 
she was respected for her comprehending tolerance, for her 
beautiful sympathy in the sorrows of old age, in the problems 
confronting youth, for her serenity in the storm and stress of 
life, for her buoyancy of spirit, her sweet optimism, her 
delightful humor, her genius for friendship and for her self- 
less friendliness to all needing friendliness. 

“The death of such a noble person inevitably leaves sorrow 
in the hearts of countless friends, while the remembrance of 
the lofty endeavor in service and the beautiful achievement 
in character must awaken aspiration through the recognition 
of her nobility of spirit.

Death of Dr. Allen’s Brother 


On Sunday, December 7, the death occurred of the Rev. 
William Cartwright Allen, brother of the beloved Rector of 
St. Paul’s Church, Oakland. He was Canon of the Cathedral 
of St. Alban’s, Toronto, and ministered in one parish for 
forty-six years, thé parish in which he was born and to 
which he gave the devotion of his life. 

William Cartwright Allen was the second of the eight sons 
of the Ven. Archdeacon Allen, M.A., D.C.L., who served as 
Rector of Millbrook and Cavan for fifty-three years. His son 
received his education at Trinity College School, and the 
University of Trinity College, in which he attained distinc- 
tion. After serving as Classical Master in “T. C. S.” until the 
year 1881 he went to England and spent two years there as a 
representative of the Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel. 

Returning to Canada in 1884, he became assistant to his 
father, Archdeacon Allen, and held this office for twenty- 
two years. Upon his father’s death in 1905, he succeeded him 
as Rector, thus serving one parish for forty-six years. 

It is a fact practically unique in the history of the Church 
of England in Canada, and of the Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America, that father and son for a period of 
more than three-quarters of a century served in one parish, 
accomplishing a work worthy of special mention, as they 
built, enlarged and enriched the four churches under their 
pastoral care. 

For twelve years he was Rural Dean of Durham and Vic- 
toria, and in 1909 his Bishop, in recognition of his long and 
devoted work, made him Canon of St. Alban’s Cathedral.

Church Army in U. S. A. lately kept its third birthday, and 
though the society has thirty Evangelists on its staff, Capt. 
B. F. Mountford, General Secretary, is calling for fifty 
recruits for the work of 1931-32. Of the men at present in 
training two came from as far southwest as Texas, and one 
from eastern Oregon. Others are from northern New York 
State, New Jersey, New England and from Michigan. 


Very varied is the work undertaken by these evangelistic 
youths. The society has its workers in the coal camps of 
Utah; the lumber camps of Virginia; amongst the isolated in 
half a dozen states, and in the oil fields of New Mexico. 


The Church Army offers free training, with pocket money 
and expenses and a sufficient salary when commissioned. 
Young men from 20 to 30 years—unmarried—with a white 
hot zeal for souls—convinced churchmen, lovers of their 
Lord, are the sort the Army likes. A good education is an 
asset in this work of evangelism, but no man having only an 
average education would be barred, if other requisite quali- 
ties were evident.

Suggestions for Convention 


A San Francisco Convocational Committee is responsible 
for calling to your attention certain matters which will be 
brought up at the next Diocesan Convention and which are 
of interest to laymen (especially the delegates) and the 
clergy. 

The business program which this year will be handled on 
the first day of convention, the joint session taking place 
on the second day, will include a proposed change in the 
Diocesan Canons, to bring them into conformity with those 
of the general Church. This change will call mainly on the 
Committee of Finance: 

First—To maintain general supervision of the financial 
affairs of the Diocese and of all institutions and organizations 
claiming the title of Diocesan or affiliated with the Diocese. 
(A measure to secure simplicity and accuracy for the han- 
dling of funds.) 

Second—To require the custodian of all trust and perma- 
nent funds for Church purposes to deposit such funds with 
specified banks or with the corporations of the Diocese. 

Third—To be advisor to the Bishop and upon request to 
individual parishes. 

Fourth—To see that all Church property carries adequate 
insurance and that the budget system is introduced into all 
parishes. 

Any proposed changes, including the above, first to be 
submitted to the Committee on Canons, and are therefore 
subject to such amendments as that committee proposes 
before being submitted to Convention. 

The above changes appear to be exceedingly timely and are 
constructive and are worthy of hearty endorsement. 

Another matter which will come up will be the election of 
delegates to general convention, the Synod and members of 
various Diocesan bodies. 

For some years past it has been felt by many that the prin- 
ciple of rotation might well be carried out with splendid 
results, in the various groups that represent our Diocese in 
all its activities and that no duplication should exist between 
membership of one body and another, i.e., that a delegate to 
General Convention should not be a delegate to the Syno 
and vice versa, unless efficiency warranted such. _ : 

There is a great deal of opportunity for constructive 
thought and action along the lines suggested, and where. it 
would naturally seem undesirable to.change or rotate, merely 
to carry out the principle, if no adequate materia] was on 
hand; most frequently -it is found that responsibility given to 


the right person develops initiative and power. And where 
do we need such more than in the present-day Church? 

Eventually it may be possible to allow from the budget 
moneys to cover the expenses of lay delegates to the General 
Convention, in addition to the clerical delegates, which 
surely would enlarge the circle of material that could be 
drawn upon for lay delegates. 


The placement of the clergy will come up again for dis- 
cussion under the report of the committee appointed on the 
Bishop’s address. This involves the question of the tenure 
of Rectorship, the desirability of Diocesan supervision of 
choices and the Bishop’s relation to choices. 5H 


It appears to many that some of the phases of the proposed 
changes strike at the very roots of the democratic spirit of 
our Church or at the very small amount of security which 
the average clergyman feels he can surely depend upon in so 
materialistic and selfish an age as ours. | 


Advance Work Program 


With the Every Member Canvass out of the way, it now 
becomes possible to begin the active work necessary if the 
great Advance Work Program of the Church is to come to a 
successful issue. 


For some time the Episcopal Church has been marking 
time in her Missionary work. She has been maintaining her 
work in Mission fields at home and across the seas, but she 
has ventured no advance. The last General Convention deter- 
mined on a definite advance, resolved to ask the Church for 
the means to make that advance, and appointed a committee 
to choose those most promising strategic points where the 
advance should be made. That committee has now selected 
those fortunate places, and every Diocese in the Church has 
been assigned some of these definite projects and asked to 
furnish the means to build and equip—it may be a hospital, or 
a Church, or a College Chapel, or a school—something that 
has been sorely needed for years, the lack of which has been 
handicapping the work. 


Our Diocese has been asked to be responsible for the fol- 
lowing items: 

1. For St. Mary’s colored school, Mason, Tennessee 
($9,000). 

2. For St. Peter’s Church, Hankow ($4,000) and for Church 
School and Chinese residences at Kingtehchen ($5,000). 


These are intensely interesting projects in widely different 
fields. To make this Advance Work possible calls for a total 
of $18,000, and towards this total of $18,000 one generous 
individual has already contributed $2,000. Every person in 
the Diocese of California is going to be asked to contribute 
to this Advance Work Program. We want to have our part in 
the Advance of the Church. We want to keep step with the 
regiments which are marching forward. Everyone must 
take an interest, everyone must give. 


At the fall meetings of Convocation the matter was dis- 
cussed by the Bishop and Clergy and it was decided that we 
pursue the following plan of action: 


(A) To send out to a selected group leaflets dealing with 
the objects allotted to us. Bishop Roots of China gave us 
considerable information at the dinner arranged in his honor 
last October. The Rev. Mr. Maslin of China is here in the 
Diocese and will be glad to fill speaking engagements. _ 

(B) To send a personal appeal to this selected group of 
generous church people inviting them to avail themselves of 
the privilege of having some part in this important enter- 
prise so that our Diocese may do its full share. 

(C) To have a General Appeal. In order that this general 
appeal may be made in all Chuches of the Diocese during the 
Epiphany season, offering envelopes are being printed and 
will be distributed with additional information to all our 
parishes and missions. The clergy are kindly urged to call 
the matter to the attention of their people. It is suggested 
that such offering envelopes be collectd on Sunday, Feb- 
ruary Ist. 

Every mmanteent in the Diocese should have a part in 

this undertaking.

The program of the Pastoral Conference, under the 
auspices of the Pacific School of Religion, is now near 
enough completion so that it is timely to make preliminary 
announcement.

The Bishop’s Address at Consecration 
of Chapel of Grace 


We have come here to consecrate to the worship of 
Almighty God this Chapel of Grace, given to our Cathedral 
and Didcese in its completed beauty. The Dean has spoken 
of its relation to the whole great project, and we all sorrow 
that dear Bishop Nichols, in whose mind that project was 
first conceived, is not here with us today. Let me say some- 
thing of the significance of the gift. 

The Chapel stands, as is well known, where, before the 
earthquake and fire, there stood a house which was more 
than a house, for it was a home. The Chapel stands here 
now, not as a memorial of one who is gone; nor of some 
great past deed, but of a living love. It represents in its 
beauty the beauty of the sentiments which cluster about the 
home. It is fragrant with the thought of childhood and of 
the gladness of the house where children play. It is shot 
through and through with the deep meanings which in the 
long course of man’s story have attached to the family and 
the family life. It is, I repeat, not the memorial of what is 
gone, although the home is gone which once stood here, 
but rather the witness of a living love. 

It is that which links it so closely to Grace Cathedral and 
makes its name—the Chapel of Grace—so appropriate.

And so this whole Cathedral is dedicated in the faith that 
God is continually pouring out His grace upon men. Indeed 
when it is completed and one turns to study the symbolism 
of the windows one will find that from apse to great rose 
window in the east there is the story of God’s grace. The 
fruits of the spirit into which those who receive His grace 
may grow—love, joy, peace, long suffering—are all there, 
and chief among all these the love which is the deepest and 
best thing in our human relations and the very consummation 
of our relation to God. The same story everywhere in the 
great Cathedral and again the same story when we turn back 
into this Chapel of Grace. Here are the evangelists with their 
story of Christ’s love. Here is our Lord, healing, cheering, 
cleansing human life. Here is the reredos with the quaintly 
and superbly carved story of His passion, and here the altar 
on which week by week will be laid the memorials of His 
passion. 

Nor will one forget how this ancient altar and these four 
centuries old carving constantly remind us that the gift of 
God’s grace has been the historic possession of Christian 
people. We are the heirs of the ages, and the love of God has 
never failed. 

The beauty of it all tells likewise of the love of God. For 
God is eternal Beauty, the eternal harmony of things, the fit- 
ness of symbol and symbolized. Because God is Love, He 
must be beauty and beauty (real beauty) be the witness of 
love and the outward expression of it. And so as we enter 
here for worship with others or for the quiet moments of 
prayer and meditation, the beauty which surrounds us will 
tell its own story of the grace of God, and help to lift our 
hearts to Him. 

And so today, as we consecrate this place to the worship of 
God, we bless His name that He has put it into the heart of 
His servant to appropriate and devote it to His honor and 
worship; we are happy for the great step forward which it 
means in our Cathedral building; we rejoice in the deep- 
ening of the spiritual life of the Diocese which it must serve, 
and we pray God that in the years to come multitudes of 
His children may find within these walls new faith, new 


strength for the battle of life, and new visions of the beauty 
of holiness. 
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Address Given by the Very Reverend J. Wilmer 
Gresham, D.D., at the Consecration of the

The following is the address given by the Very Reverend 
J. Wilmer Gresham, D.D., at the consecration of the Chapel of 
Grace, at high noon on Friday, December 26. He said in part: 

No act of faith, inspired by love, can ever stand alone and 
unrelated. In the providence of God the ground-breaking 
for this Lady Chapel of Grace was to be in fact the historic 
ground-breaking for the Cathedral itself, now visibly rising 
at its side. Soon the Chapel of Grace and the rising Cathedral 
were to find themselves joined together in indissoluble com- 
panionship. 

Already the great south transept of the Cathedral is the 
threshold of the Chapel of Grace. Already the noble bap- 
tistery of the Chapel of Grace leads to the crossing and choir 
of the Cathedral. Already the lines of beauty of the Chapel of 
Grace speak of the glory that is yet to be, the glory of pillared 
nave and singing glass and soaring arch. 

It is no small part of the mission of the Chapel of Grace 
that in its sheer loveliness it stands as typical and prophetic 
of the wider splendor that will weave enchantment over the 
greater structure, which, please God, we who are gathered 
here will live to see. 

Ruskin, in his Seven Lamps of Architecture, writes of the 
lamps of fire that burn before the throne of God—the lamps 
of power and truth; of sacrifice and beauty; of life, of memory 
and obedience. All seven lamps will some day light this sanc- 
tuary, lifting their fire above that noble altar, shedding their 
glow upon that sheltering canopy of stone. 

Not least of these lighted lamps before the throne—to those 
who worship and to us who minister here—will be the lamp 
of memory. First, the inclusive remembrance of those who 
gave the spacious site upon which the greater temple shall 
stand, four-square to every wind that blows, like the City of 
God; then the specific remembrance of the friend whose good 
and perfect gift this completed Chapel is. 

Today, as the lamp of memory casts its radiance backward 
over the years, there must come to the gracious donor the 
vision of dear familiar scenes, and well-remembered faces; 
and voices, long silent but not forgotten. For this Chapel of 
Grace stands near the site of the old hearthstone, redolent of 
associations of the long, long ago. 

You have well-named it the Chapel of Grace. But it is not 
what Tennyson called. the “tender grace of a day that is 
dead.” It is a grace that is forever living because it is eter- 
nally giving. The hearthstone has become the altar-stone of 
One who is closer than breathing and nearer than hands and 
feet. 

Hither to yonder font of grace will come the little ones to 
be signed with the sign of the Cross. Here at this altar-rail 
voung men and maidens will kneel to be strengthened for the 
battle of life. Here will the strong renew their strength and 
win for themselves a nobler consecration. Hither will age 
turn its footsteps to find the rest of God and light at evening 
time. Here will the poor and needy find friends. Here will 
the tempted find succour, the sorrowing comfort, and here 
the bereaved will learn that over their beloved death hath no 
more dominion. 

We consecrate this Chapel of Grace in a formal service 
today. But its deeper consecration will be in the human 
service that it renders; in the inspiration that it brings; in 
the witness that it bears; in the glory that it sheds upon the 
men and women and little children to whom it will be as the 
shadow of a great rock in a weary land. 7

Here at this altar-rail 
voung men and maidens will kneel to be strengthened for the 
battle of life. Here will the strong renew their strength and 
win for themselves a nobler consecration. Hither will age 
turn its footsteps to find the rest of God and light at evening 
time. Here will the poor and needy find friends. Here will 
the tempted find succour, the sorrowing comfort, and here 
the bereaved will learn that over their beloved death hath no 
more dominion. 

We consecrate this Chapel of Grace in a formal service 
today. But its deeper consecration will be in the human 
service that it renders; in the inspiration that it brings; in 
the witness that it bears; in the glory that it sheds upon the 
men and women and little children to whom it will be as the 
shadow of a great rock in a weary land.

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Miss Avis Harvey, director of religious education of the 
Diocese, was the speaker at the regular meeting of the Dio- 
cesan Branch of the Womans’ Auxiliary on Thursday after- 
noon, December 4, in the Cathedral Chapter House. 


Miss Harvey, who has achieved much during her year’s 
work in California, told in interesting detail the result of her 
investigations and ‘something of her problems and her plans 
for the future. 

They are progressing slowly, she said, until her Commis- 
sion decides what is best and until they have gained a more 
definite idea of what the young people especially desire. 

This is particularly true of the Young Peoples’ Fellowship 
organizations and of kindred groups in different parishes. 
Some of these parochial groups, she said, they had found 
doing better work in some places than the Young Peoples’ 
Fellowship. 

Questionnaires have been sent to the clergy of the Diocese 
regarding the young people and a great diversity of interests 
has been found. 

In some instances the purpose is serious and devoted to 
study and service; others are more purely social, play pewee 
golf and otherwise divert themselves. 

It was discovered that the golfers are more apt to enjoy 
singing in the choir. 

So far no effort has been made by Miss Harvey’s Commis- 
sion to amalgamate the different groups or to introduce 
different interests. No plans have been formulated save to 
suggest programs bearing out the original plan adopted by 
each group. 

She took up the subject of college students, especially those 
at home for vacations. There is apt to be there, Miss Harvey 
says, something of a let down on return from college with 
its diversity of interests, its stress upon different subjects, 
its necessity for placing oneself by one’s own efforts. For 
these she suggested special services perhaps if there are a 
sufficient number to warrant it; in any case special duties 
at Christmas services, such as ushering or aiding in Christ- 
mas entertainments. 

It is a good plan for some organization in the church to 
give a special entertainment for students at which they are 
phy to talk; give their views on college life or other sub- 

ects. 

Particular stress is laid upon the difficulties awaiting the 
Junior College student who enters, not as a freshman but 
actually into the middle of the corse, thus having forced upon 
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him two beginnings of his college life, first in the Junior 
College and then the University. Much aid can be given these 
students in Junior College to prepare them for the coming 
years by arranging meetings for them at their homes in vaca- 
tion time with the students returned from the University. 

Finally the speaker told of the work being done in the Re- 
ligious Adult Education which is perhaps, she declared, the 
most difficult of all, but in which remarkable progress has 
been made during the past year. 


An important step is the establishment of a parish library 
at Trinity Church, San Francisco, which will be duplicated 
eventually in each parish in the diocese it is hoped. This 
library is displayed each Sunday at the door of the church, 
and there books dealing with the special subjects being 
studied in the outline given each year may be purchased or 
borrowed. 


Marin county and Palo Alto are planning like libraries, 
and one is to be established at St. Margaret’s House.

An Evangelical Complex 


By Rev. M. Bours 


At the very threshold of evangelism appear difficulties of 
comprehension. The apostle Paul denoted “a way to escape” 
from the snares of unbelief when he wrote to the Corinthians: 
“The natural man receiveth not the things of the Spirit of 
God: for they are foolishness unto him: neither can he know 
them, because they are spiritually discerned.” 

The proof of Christianity is to be found in Christian liv- 
ing: a postulate true to spiritual experience. Centuries before 
Christ—-said the Psalmist: “O taste and see that the Lord is 
good: blessed is the man that trusteth in him.” 

The mystical elements in the Gospel of Jesus Christ, as 
specialized by “Luke the Physician,” associated in a cycle of 
personal experience, constitute a spiritual complex of inesti- 
mable value to the formation of Christian character. 

The law of the association of ideas is stimulative of mem- 
ory and constructive of a disposition true to the tendencies 
of human thinking. Expressed in ethical terms: “As we think 
we are; as we are we see.” Consequently, the fixture of the 
contents of thought in accord with Gospel prescriptions dis- 
poses the mind to look to Christ for direction in the every 
day affairs of life. 

Faith, expressed in neural effects by the association of 
kindred spiritual ideas, is strengthened and enriched by 
experience. St. Luke’s emphasis on laws that govern in the 
Kingdom of Heaven, as cast in the form of a spiritual com- 
plex, proves the adaptability of Christianity to human physi- 
clogy and psychology. 

These principles find exemplification in a composit of 
salient items in the Gospel according to St. Luke, of which 
the following is a dominating evangelistic sentiment: 

“No word from God shall be void of power.” 

The form of the Virgin Mary’s predisposition to accept the 
angel Gabriel’s message as “a word from God,” thereby 
making her fit as an agent in the Incarnation, is typical of an 
Evangelical Complex, whereby the Word of God is engraven 
“in fleshy tables of the heart.” 

“The Holy Spirit shall come upon thee, and the power of 
the Most High shall overshadow thee: wherefore also the 
holy thing which is begotten shall be called the Son of God.” 

Elizabeth, Mary’s kinswoman, was stirred by the Holy 
Spirit to say :— 

“Blessed art thou among women, and blessed is the fruit 
of thy womb. * * * And blessed is she that believed; 
for there shall be a fulfilment of the things which have been 
spoken to her from the Lord.” 

The possibility of attaining a fixed mental attitude toward 
spiritual truth like that readiness of mind disclosed in Mary’s 
response to Gabriel’s Annunciation to her—“Behold the hand- 
maid of the Lord; be it unto me according to thy word”— 
was universalized by Jesus when He replied: “Yea rather, 
blessed are they that hear the word of God, and keep it” in 
answer to the woman who said: “Blessed is the womb that 
bare thee, and the breasts which thou didst suck.” 

That will be a Happy New Year which memorializes a dis- 
position favorable to evangelical motivations toward the 
formation of personal character.

The first semester came to a close on the Wednesday of the 
Advent Ember Season with a Quiet Hour conducted by 
Bishop Parsons. The theme of the Meditation was the Christ- 
mas Preparation, for which four thoughts were suggested, 
that the Incarnation first of all had to do with simple things 
of common life, that these were lifted up into the Divine, and 
made significant thereby, that the approach to spiritual rea- 
lization is through prayerful preparation, and finally that 
that realization is attained through self-giving or the dedica- 
tion of oneself to God. 


The second semester will open on the 11th of January. 
Four new students are entering training, making a training 
group of nine in all. Besides the courses offered at the 
Pacific School of Religion and the Church Divinity School 
and the University, Dean Newell’s course on Worship will be 
continued, and a course on Catholic Principles will be given 
by Deaconess Jacobeit. 

A number of six-unit courses are being planned, to be given 
by specialists in their own field. 


It was a pleasure to have a visit from Deaconess Margaret 
Routledge, who was our house guest for a day or so, before 
sailing for the Philippine Islands, where she will resume her 
work with the Igorots, at Bontoc. 

Deaconess Anna Ranson of Japan is planning also to make 
a stop at St. Margaret’s before returning to her work in Japan.

Province of the Pacific 


By F. M. Ler, Treasurer 


In place of “News of the Province” gleanings from the 
various Diocesan and District papers, the writer hopes to 
interest clergy and laity with a discussion of a proposed most 
important undertaking by the Province, which requires both 
consideration and action in 1931. 

The Provincial Council meets in February at San Fran- 
cisco. The Synod convenes May 6-8 at Phoenix, Arizona, 
and the General Convention will be held at Denver, Colorado, 
in the fall. 

The Oriental Work in the Province 

The Council will undoubtedly recommend to the Synod 
that the Report of the Committee under the chairmanship of 
the Bishop of Eastern Oregon, be adopted. This report, it is 
anticipated, will advocate “taking over” from the National 
Council the administration of the Oriental work in the 
Province. 

Upon the Synod adopting the recommendation of the 
Council, the Secretary of the Province will advise the Na- 
tional Council of such action, since the work can be taken 
over only “with the consent and at the pleasure of the 
National Council.” Unquestionably such “taking over” must 
commence at the beginning of a year, so that it will be 1932 
before the change can become effective. 

Meanwhile General Convention meets and unquestionably 
such a precedent will receive its attention since the Province 
of the Pacific will initiate the first application under the new 
Section IX of Canon 54 for a decentralization of the admin- 
istrative functions of the National Council, one fraught with 
much significance for the future of the Church. 

The financial aspect is of great importance and has been 
planned for in Section IX in the following language: 

“If the Province shall provide the funds for such work, 
the constituent Dioceses and Missionary Districts shall re- 
ceive proportional credit therefor upon the quotas assigned 
to them for the support of the program of the Church, pro- 
vided that the total amounts of such credits shall not exceed 
the sum appropriated in the budget of the National Council 
for the maintenance of the work so taken over.” 

With all deference to the gentlemen who framed the canon, 
the wording is ambiguous and by suggesting a change from 
“the quotas assigned to them” to “the pledges made by them” 
you will readily grasp my meaning. The latter part of the 
section will then read: 

“If the Province shall provide the funds for such work, 
the constituent Dioceses and Missionary Districtse shall re- 
ceive proportional credit therefor upon the pledges made by 
them for the support of the program of the Church, provided 
that the total amounts of such credits shall not exceed the 
sum appropriated in the budget of the National Council for 
the maintenance of the work so taken over.” 

In a very friendly preliminary discussion with Mr. Lewis 
B. Franklin upon these financial arrangements, he admitted 
in a letter to me that he did not know what the word “pro- 
portionate” meant, but agreed that the method in which I had 
figured the transfer of financial details was correct. 

Therefore, it is necessary to propose through the proper 
official channel such an amendment to Section IX of Canon 
54 for adoption by General Convention. 

At a later date I shall present for your consideration an 
entirely different method for financing this work. 


Bird Fountain at Old Ladies Home 


St. John’s Day, December 27, is always a memorable one 
at the Protestant Episcopal Old Ladies Home, 2770 Lombard 
Street, being the occasion of Bishop Parson’s annual visita- 
tion. This year the day’s importance was emphasized by the 
dedication of a bird fountain, a memorial to Mrs. Henry 
Crocker, for many years vice-president of the Home and a 
devoted member of the Board of Trustees. 

The fountain, which is of particularly pleasing and grace- 
ful design, stands in the front garden, an enduring evidence 
of the love borne Mrs. Crocker by a large circle of friends. 

Mrs. S. L. Abbot, the president of the Home, unveiled the 
fountain in the presence of the Bishop, the Rev. W. W. Jen- 
nings of St. Luke’s Church, the officers and members of the 
Board of Trustees, the “Home Family” and other friends. 
Bishop Parsons then dedicated it “to the glory of God and in 
loving memory of Mary Ives Crocker.”
